Every day brings us closer to spring, 
and we are oil onxiou9 to be out In the 
sunshine and take those enjoyable auto 
rides, but the people of Antioch never 
know how good the roads are till they 
rattle out of town about two miles from 
the village limits. 

We hear all kinds of remarks passed 
from the city tourists on arriving near 
tho village. No matter how late or 
dork it is they say we are in Antioch as 
soon as they hit the village limits and 
then what awful things they do say, 
they darn the cross walks, the wash- 
outs and the improvement board, (if 
there is any.) 

It is a known fact that people making 
tours from Chicago through to Wiscon- 
sin by this route, year in and year out, 
find road conditions the same, rain or 
shine, and to say more, they will burn a 
few gallons of gasoline or go at least 
five miles out of their wav to circle a- 
roundthis noted town of ours with nerve 
racking and back breaking village 
streets. 

People that run cars the year around 
and have very little tire or engine trou- 
ble have their first experience in Anti- 
och. We know it makes more business 
for the garage men, but when people 
will drive out of their way to dodge 
Antioch don't the merchants loose a 
little? 

The town of Geneva spent four hun- 
dred dollars by subscription from the 
town merchants this spring for an in- 
sert of four pages of pictures and ad* 
' advertisements of their* towtV-ond- re 
resorts— why? Because they have a 
very inviting place to go to with paved 
streets and good graveled roads. There 
ia no question but what Antioch can 
have a good deal better than they have 
at present, to greet the summer people 
that spend three months of the year 
with us and have. an auto to each fam- 
ily. Some people say pave the streets, 
yes the finest thing there is, but that is 
not necessary just yet. 

We have other things that come be- 
fore paving. No town was ever paved 
.yet that didn't have a sewer laid. 

First what we want just now is to 
take out those awful bumps, stones and 
fill in the wash-outs. It has been the 
custom in Antioch, the first thing in 
the spring, (near the summer) to get 
out the road scraper and run it over the 
roads a while and bring out a few loads 
of grayel and.that will, lost all summer. 
Then, some big auto truck' comes along 
and hits one of these wash-outs that 
has been covered over with gravel, 
(with the help of the scraper) and out 
goes the gravel and back to the old 
conditions again without repairs. 

We never see a road drag on our 
streets which is recommended by the 
road commissioners all over and used 
after heavy rain storms on all roads 
that are kept in good condition. There 
is very little use of hauling gravel on 
roads with three or four inches of dust 
on them. It makes better mud-yes- 
. and runs back into the ditches where it 
was scraped from, stopping the run 
way for water when it rains, which 
will have to stay in the road till it dries 
and makes more dust. 

Now is the time to be thinking and 
prepoiring for better roads this summer. 
Don't start to do something on Decora- 
tion day and have the city people laugh 
at us. Boost your town.

tern and he showed the people of the 
city and county, what counties are los- 
ing by failing to have a part in the big 
movement for better farms and better 
farmers. 

It is pretty certain that as a result of 
the address that Lake county . will be 
another one of the counties in which 
an expert is engaged to guide- the 
farmers in the work of growing better 
and more profitable crops. 

Mr. Luther dispelled the idea that 
the agricultural. expert was a man:with 
a long face who went up and down the 
county criticising men' for what i-they 
did not know and offering them nothing 
but a lot- of theories in place oL-theic 
own ideas. He showed that the. agri- 
cultural expert soon became the most 
popular man among the people of the 
farm communities and that his contri- 
bution to the wealth of a county was 
greater than that made by any other 
official. 

He told of the work that these men 
are doing in showing the farmers the 
value of fire dried seed corn of better 
methods of growing alfalfa, of better 
methods of building barns and cow 
sheds. He showed the work that these 
men were doing by instructing the boys 
and the girls of the farm. He declar- 
ed that one of the first duties of the 
agricultural expert was to conduct 

•'short courses" in the winter at which 
the boys and girls from the farm could

Waukegan fs to be represented at 
front in the Mexican situation, for 
the Lloyd Barrett son of John E. Bar- 
rett, president of the Lake Coun- 
ty Farmers' Institute, left Wed- 
nesday afternoon for El Paso, Texas, 
where he will drive a large truck for 
the U. S. government. 

Barrett has been employed as a road 
•tester for the Jeffery Auto company of 
Klenosha. On Monday the Jeffery com- 
pany was asked to submit a bid for the ! 
furnishing of 75 of the large Quad four- 
wheel-drive trucks. These are the 
same style of trucks that have been 
purchased in large quantities by the 
French government. On Tuesday af- 
ternoon the Jeffery people got word 
they had been awarded the contract 
and arrangements were made to send 27 
trucks. Wednesday afternoon. It was 
necessary to uncrate several that were 
ready/ to be Bhipped to France. The 
Kenosha' plant has been turning out 
trucks for the French government at 
the rate of ten a day. 

The governmentrequested that the 
auto concern furnish men to drive* the 
trucks and -to do this it was necessary 
to call for enlistments on the part of 
^en^nloV'haveBeen/pempIoy 
factory. The offer of $150 a month and 
all expenses proved quite an. induce- 
ment and 37 chauffeurs will leave for 
the front. More will leave in a few 
days. It happens that the Waukegan 
man is one of the first to go. 

"My duties will consist of driving 
one of. the large trucks into Mexican 
territory when the troops start their 
drive," be Baid. "I realise that the 
position, is a dangerous one and prob- 
ably some of us who accepted the posi- 
tion of chauffeur will not return. There 
is one consolation, however, I under- 
stand that when the Mexicans capture 
Americans they do not lock them up in 
jail— no, they shoot them without so 
much ceremony."

One of the reports which was read 
and accepted by the board of supervis- 
ors which was in session last week was 
that of. the committee on Lake County 
Sanitarium, which is in reality the Lake 
County hospital. ' 

' ThenreCeipts tor the last threeinontbs 
including $2800 from the county treas 
urer were $4,701.97 and the expendi- 
tures $4,489.03. 

This shows the institution to cost 
about $1500 per month irrespective of 
the superintendents salary or about 
$18,000 per year.; 

f he hospital receives a portion of its 
revenue from patients who are able to 
pay for their medical and nurse atten- 
tion but most of the cases there are 
poor people-who cannot pay and' are 
given aid by the county.

No War Tax on Land— Embargo 

on Shipment of Live Stock 

Removed. 

During tho prevalonco of the foot- 
and-mouth disease in some portions ot 
tho United States, an embargo was 
placod upon inter-state shipments. 
This nlBo had an effect upon ship- 
ments to Canada, and necessarily an 
embargo was placed upon thom, mak- 
ing it almost Impossible for upwards 
of a year to ship cattle into Canada, 
from the United States. This was es- 
pecially hard on tho settlor. Ab a re- 
sult, Westorn Canada lost a number ot 
settlers, they being unable to take' 
their live stock with thom. Canada is 
practically freo from horse and cattlo 
diseases, and the wish of tho authori- 
ties Is to keep it so. 

Recently, though,. an order has been 
issued by tho Deportment of Agricul- 
ture, removing tho embargo, and set- 
tlers aro now froe to tako In tho num- 
ber of head of horses or cattlo that aro 
permitted, by the Customs authorities 
and the freight regulations. This will 
bo welcome nows to those whoso in- 
tention It is to movo to Canada, taking 
with them stock that they havo had In 
their possession for six months, and, 
which it is tho intention to uso on land . 
that thoy will farm In the Provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. 

Thero are thousands of splendid 
homesteads of 1G0 acres each In any 
of these provinces, that may bo had 
upon the payment of a ten-dollar en- 
try feo and fulfilling tho requisite liv- 
ing nnd cultivation duties. These 
lands aro well adapted to tho growing 
of all tho small grains, and besides, 
having an abundance of grass, and suf- 
ficient shelter, they aro woll adaptod 
to the raising of stock.

What theso landB will 
do in the mattor of production cannot 
bo moro strongly emphasized than In 
reading tho reports of tho crops 
throughout all parts .of tho Canadian 
West in 1915. Yields of 50, GO, and as 
high as 70 bushels of wheat to tho 
acre" were numerous^ while reports of 
yields of from "30 ' to 45 bushels per 
acre wero common. Onts as high as 
130 bushols per aero are" reported, 50 
and 60 bushels per aero being ordi- 
nary.

Lately thero havo appeared articles 
in a number of United States news- 
papers to tho effect that thero was con- 
scription In Canada, or that such a 
law was likely to bo put into effect 
Wo havo it from tho highest authority 
in tho Dominion that thoro is no truth 
In tho statement. Sir Robert Borden 
at tho opening of Canadian parliament 
on January 17th, said: 

"In tho first few months of tho war 
I clearly stated that thero would not 
bo conscription in Canada. I ropeat 
that statement today." 

This statement should sot at rest 
tho conscription talk that has been bo 
freely used to Influence thoBo who may 
bo considering settling In Cauada dur- 
ing tho war. 

It has also boon said that thero was 
a war tax on land. Hon. Dr. Rocho, 
Minister of tho Interior, over his own 
signature has donied this, and tho pre- 
miers of tho different provinces Join 
In Baying "such a report Is absolutely 
untrue, and has" no foundation what- 
over in fact, nor is thoro likely ever 
to bo any such tax upon land la 
Canada." 

Tho general- prosperity of Westorn 
Canada farmers and business institu- 
tlons is such that Canada la woll able 
to tako caro of tho extra war expenses 
without any direct war taxation. This 
has been woll Illustrated by tho mag- 
nificent response to tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment's recent bond Ibbuo, which 
wns moro than doubly subscribed for 
within tho first eight hours of Its be- 
ing offered to tho public.

Doctor Mclndoo also discovered that 
bees don't like oil of peppermint. S 

Doctor Mclndoo's tests during four years convince him that the sense or 
smell of tho bee is much keener than that of man, and that it serves him as 
a sense of smell and taste combined. 

The department of agriculture also has-been Interesting Itself in bees 
and is pointing out to. beekeepers their needs, especially during the long 

flowerless winters. ■ 

Tho investigators of the department found, for instance, that fully 10 per 
cent of tho colonies of bees in the country are lost each winter from 
starvation, cold and similar causes. One of the principal reasons for trouble 
Is that the owners of colonies are not willing to allow their tiny laborers to 
retain a sufficient supply of the honey they have gathered to feed them even 
on a low ration, or in lieu of this to Bupply sugar sirup. 

Another trouble Ib that tho owners fall to make any provision for solving 
tho temperature problem, assuming that the bees can manage to get through 
the winter's cold without trouble.

League, in inviting tho people to study and discuss clti- • 
zenship and to give special attention to the problems of 
government, Bald in part: "Before wo can Intelligently; 
study bo important a subject as citizenship we must first 
define it What 1b citizenship? Who Is the best Ameri- 
can citizen? Search the statute booka for a" defini- 
tion of citizenship and unless one 1b a member of tho 
legal profession wo immediately become entangled in a 
labyrinth of confusing and ofttlmes contradictory laws, 
seeking to promote or restrain most every form of human 
activity, much of them good, some of them bad and others 
Indifferent. But laws come and go; the Constitution U 
permanent The preamble of our Federal Constitution Btatoa that our govern- 
ment Is organized to give its citizens liberty and happiness. Read the Declar- 
ation of Independence and tho Constitution of the United StateB and one can- 
not eBcapo the conclusion that tho best American citizen la he who 1b most 
free, patriotic, Just, happy and active and who handB down to posterity a civ- 
ilization more capable than ho found it The spirit of our country la froodom 
and no man can become a true Amoricon citizen unless ho la free. 

•Turning a moment from documents of State perhaps too beBt authority 
on citizenship, and one universally accepted by the public, is Webster's Intor- 
nat onal Dictionary, which defines a cRIzen qb 'A member of a State; a person, 
native or naturalized, of either sex, who owcb allegiance to government and 
is entitled to reciprocal protection from it' Further: 'A citizen as such is 
entit ed to the protection of life, liberty and propdrty at home and abroad/ 
We now have before us tho authoritative definition of citizenship by both 
government and society and In order that the most humble citizen may fool 
perfectly free to enter Into a study and discussion of this subject I will briefly 
outline my conception of what citizenship involves, ror the work of the Texas 
Economic League will bo in vain if tho most lowly citizen does not feel free

MAKES PLEDGE TO PEOPLE OF MEXICO 

President Grants Full Rights to Carranza's Troops to Cross Bor- 
der When Lawless Bands Enter Republic From the Amer- 
ican Side— New Menace Halts Hunt for Villa. 



ANOTHER ONE? 




Washington, March 15.— Secretary 
Lansing on Monday issued this state- 
ment on the Mexican crisis: 

"In order to remove any misappre- 
hension that may exist either In the 
United State.; or in Mexico, the presi- 
dent has authorized me to give in his 
name the public assurnnce that the 
military operations now in contem- 
plation by this government will be 
3crupulously confined to the object al- 
ready announced and that in no cir- 
cumstances will they be suffered to in- 
fringe in any degree upon the sover- 
eignty of Mexico or develop into in- 
tervention of any kind In the Internal 
aifalrs of our sister republic. On the 
contrary, what is now being done is 
deliberately intended to precludo the 
Qossiblllty of intervention." 

Agreement Made With Carranza. 
The United States "readily" granted 
permission to Carranza troops to cross 
the international boundary in pursuit 
of "lawless bands of armed men" in 
accordance with the reciprocal agree- 
ment suggested by Carranza. The 
agreement was handed by Secretary of 
State Lansing to Elisco Arredondo, 
General Carranza's ambassador here. 
This is the text of the reply to the lirst 
chief: 

"The government of the United 
States has received the courteous note 
of Senor Acuna and has read with sat- 
isfaction his suggestion for reciprocal 
privileges to the American and Mexi- 
can authorities in the pursuit and ap- 
prehension of outlaws who infest their 
respective territories lying along the 
International boundary and who are a 
constant menace to the lives and prop- 
erty of residents of that region. 
Agreement to Suppress Lawlessness. 
"The government of tho United 
States, in view of the unusual state of 
affairs which has existed for some tinifc 
along the international boundary; and 
earnestly desiring to co-operate with 
tho de facto government of Mexico to 
suppress this state of lawlessness, of 
which the recent attack on Columbus. 
N". M. f is a deplorable example, and to 
insure peace and order in the region 
contiguous to the boundary between 
the two republics, readily grants per- 
mission for military forces of the de 
facto government of Mexico to cross 
the international boundary in pursuit 
of lawless bands of armed men who 
have entered Mexico from the United 
States, committed outrages on Mexi- 
can soil and lied into the United States 
on the.^reciprocal privilege that the 
military forces of the United States 
may pursue across the international 
boundary into- Mexican territory law- 
less bands of armed men who have En- 
tered the United States from Mexico, 
committed outrages on American soil 
and fled into Mexico. 

Peace Object of Expedition. 
"Tho government of tho United 
States understands that in view of Its 
agreement, proposed by the de facto 
government, tho arrangement is now 
completo and in force and the recip- 
rocal privileges thereunder may ac- 
cordingly be exercised by either gov- 
ernment without further interchange 
of views. 

"It is a matter of sincere grat iff ca- 
tion to the government of the United 
States that the do facto government of 
Mexico has evinced so cordial and 
friendly a spirit of co-operation In the 
efforts of the authorities of the United 
States to apprehend and punish the 
bands of outlaws who seek refuge be- 
yond tho international boundary in the 
erroneous belief that tho constituted 
authorities will resist any pursuit 
across tho boundary by the forces of 
the government whose citizens have 
suffered by the crimes of the fugitives. 
"With the same spirit of cordial 
friendship the government of the Uni- 
ted States will exercise the privilege 
granted by the de facto government of 
Mexico in the hope and conVlent ex- 
, pectation that by their mutual efforts 
lawlessness will be eradicated and 
peace and order maintained in the ter- 
ritories of the United States and Mex- 
ico contiguous to the international 
boundary." > 

Orders to Move Held Up. 
While in the note to Carranza, which 
is couched In the most friendly terms 
possible, it is declared that "without 
further interchange of views" the re- 
ciprocal arrangement is recognized as 
having entered into force, it is signifi- 
cant that the final orders to Funston 
to move aro being withheld. 

Warned to Watch Carranza. 
The delay is attributable to star- 
tling information which has reached 
Washington and to tho attitude of high 
officials of the war department. 

Dispatches from Guadalajara, where 
Carranza's headquarters are located, 



report that the Carranza army was 
never more united than it is today. 
This unity arises out of the an- 
nounced purpose of President Wilson 
to use American troops to capturo 
Villa. 

See Need for 200,000 Men. 
High officials of the war** department 
have submitted a memorandum to tho 
president calling his attention to* the 
political situation In the neighboring 
country and pointing out to him the 
grave consequences of a serious disas- 
ter. Considerations of this kind are 
causing the president to hesitate. 

According to a member of his cabi- 
net, with whom Mr. Wilson conferred, 
the chief executive is determined to 
waste no time in carrying out his pur- 
pose to locate and punish Villa. But 
in the face of a United Mexico it is 
realized that it would be foolhardy to 
send in a couple of columns numbering 
some 0,000 men. To meet such a con- 
dition the military experts hold that 
an army of 200,000 would bo neces- 
sary. 

General Pershing to Hunt Villa. 
There aro few ofllcers in the army 
who possess so distinguished a record 
for bravery and efficient service as 
Drig. Gen. John J. Pershing, who has 
been assigned tho task of rounding 
up Francisco Villa and exterminating 
his band of outlaws, and there is. per- 
haps, no man so skillful in guerilla 
warfare and Indian fighting. 

Ho knows every foot of the country 
over which he will have to lend bis 
men. He covered It all years ago In 
the memorable pursuit of Geronimo. 

General Pershing was born in Linn 
county. Missouri, on October 13, IStlO. 
Col. Slocum Tells of Fight. 
A detailed report of the Columbus 
raid received from Colonel Slocum fol- 
lows: 

"When Villa troops fell back just he- 
fore daylight wo followed them with 
a dismounted line; at same time I 
sent Mnjor Tompkins with three 
troops mounted to attack. Tompkins 
followed them for about five miles 
Into Mexico, having three running 
lights with them, and llnally with 
their entire force they stopped Tomp- 
kins' advance and he returned here. 
Had one corporal killed in pursuit. 
1,500 Made The Attack. 
"Mexicans dropped considerable ma- 
terial and loot, which they had got In 
town. Am reliahly informed It was 
Villa that made the attack with 1.500 
men, leaving about 1,000 on rtvor east 
of Boca Grande From his spies in 
Columbus he was Informed that thcru 
were but four troops here with three 
machine gun troops. He Intended cap- 
turing town, looting bank and killing 
all Americans 

"Our casualties, livo woundca, seven 
killed. Lieutenant' Benson shot in 
arm. Captain Williams, adjutant, 
slightly wounded in hand. Elgin 
civilians killed in town, including one 
woman. 

Burned Bodies of Mexicans. 
"Wo have already burned bodies of 
twenty-seven Mexican soldiers, most 
of them killed In camp, and some near 
the bank, and there are many other 
dead Mexicans on Villa's lino of re- 
treat about one milo west, not yet col- 
lected. 

"While our people at that tlmo in 
tho morning were surprised, they did 
their work well. Villa's attempt to 
capturo camp and town was a com- 
pleto failure. 

"Several of our families living In 
town had narrow escape, as tho at- 
tack was fierce. All peaceful as sum- 
mer morning at this writing." 

Villa at Galeana. 

El Paso, Tex., March 15.— Villa has 
taken a sudden twist to tho eastward, 
according to a report received by 
General Gavira at Juarez. This move 
apparently takes Villa away from the 
territory where it had been supposed 
he would seek refuge and north of 
which the concentration of the Amer- 
ican troops has been heaviest. 

This information was received by 
Gavira from his subordinate Colonel 
Gonzales, who commands the troops 
protecting the Mormon colony at 
Casas Grande8. 

The wires from Juarez to the colony 
were cut by Villas men. Gonzales 
restored them. Villa, Gonzales re- 
ports, Ih at Galeana, a town about 
twenty miles due cast of Corralitos, 
where he was last previously reported. 
Obrcgon in New Cabinet. 

Mexico City, March 15.— Gen. Al- 
varo Obregon has been appointed min- 
ister of war, and Gen. Candido Aguilar 
minister of foreign affairs in the new 
Mexican cabinet.

Berlin Declaration Enumerates Long 

Series of Breaches of Neutrality 

by Lisbon Government. 

Berlin, March 11.— Germany de- 
clared war on Portugal at 3:30 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon and handed his 
passports to tho Portuguese minister. 

This action waB foreshadowed 
when a semiolilcial report declared 
that an ultimatum had heen sent to 
Portugal demanding tho-iinmediate re- 
lease of tho German ships. The hand- 
ing of his passports to the Portuguoso 
amhassador In Berlin was given as 
the action that would follow a refusal 
to comply with tho imperial demands. 

Tho declaration enumerates a long 
series of breaches of neutrality by 
tho Portugueso government, such as 
the permission of free pussago to 
English troops through tho colony 
of Mozambique, tho permission given 
English men-of-war to usu Portuguese 
ports for a time exceeding that given 
neutrals, and the permission given tho 
English navy to uso Madeira as a 
naval baso. 

Actual engagements between Por- 
tugueso and German troops on tho 
frontier of German Southwest Africa 
and Angola and frequent Insults to 
tho German nation by members of 
tho Portuguese parliament, who wero 
never reprimanded, aro also cited. 

Tho declaration states that, accord- 
ing to tho treaty between the two 
nations, the seizure should havo been 
preceded by an agreement regarding 
the prico to bo paid the owners and 
that tho selzuro was only justifiable 
in caso of public necessity in Portu- 
gal, whereas the tonnage of the ships 
was evidently larger than that needed 
at Portugal's disposal. It is further 
stated that tho Portugueso govern- 
ment did not even try to enter into 
communication with tho German own- 
ers or tho German government

Washington March 10.— Count von 
Bernstorff, tho German ambassador, 
on Instructions from his government, 
handed to Secretary Lansing on 
Wednesday a long memorandum ex- 
plaining In detail tho German position 
in regard to armed merchant ships and 
tho causes leading up to tho decision 
of tho central European powers to tor- 
pedo without warning all armed mer- 
chantmen of their enemies. 

Tho memorandum contains tho alle- 
gation that Great Britain had taken 
ad vantage of tho contention of tho 
United States that Americans must bo 
safo on defensively armed merchant- 
men, to have those ships act offen- 
sively toward enemy submerslblcs. 

Tho German government expi esses 
a willingness to operate Its submarines 
In accordance with international law 
prevailing prior to the war, provided 
Great Britain docs not violate tho 
same laws. 

The German government concedes 
that as submarines aro a new engine 
of warfare, International law as at 
present constituted makes no provi- 
sion for their uso. 
, The memorandum contends that tho 
evidence appended to tho late German 
announcement proves that British 
ships armed ostensibly for defense 
havo been Instructed to act, and havo 
acted offensively, and that they aro 
not peaceful traders, as tho United 
States was assured they would bo by 
Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, tho British am- 
bassador. 

The memorandum also reiterates tho 
previous declaration that submarine 
warfare was begun by Germany in re- 
prisal for the announced Intention of 
Great Britain to starve tho civilian 
population of tho central empires.' 

Tho memorandum also refers to tho 
long-standing friendship between tho 
United States and Germany, and ex- 
presses tho hope that tho American 
peoplo will, when familiar with tho 
explanation offered, fully appreciate 
the position In which Germany finds 
herself ns a result of tho blockade. 

By way of supporting the contention 
that Germany's reprisals aro justified, 
tho memorandum enumerates various 
actions of Great Britain, which hBVO 
operated against the Interests of neu- 
trals and their citizens. These are 
cited to show that Great Britain has 
violated International law. 



German Losses In Three Weeks' Of- 
fcnslve at Verdun Estimated at 
200,000 by Paris— Berlin Ad- 
mits Loss of Fort Vaux. 

London, March 15.— Artillery bom- 
bardment in the Verdun district has 
increased in intensity west of tho 
Mouse on La Morte Homme and in tho 
Bols Bourrus, according to the Paris 
report on^Monday. 

French batteries took under their 
fire German forces assembling be- 
tween Forges and Bols des Corbcaux. 

On the right bank of tho Mouse and 
In tho Wocvre there waB less activity 
on tho part of artillery on both sides 
and there was no Infantry action dur- 
ing the day. 

French aviators wore active in tho 
cntiro Verdun region. A squadron of 
six aeroplanes dropped 130 shells on 
tho strategically important station at 
Brietilles, north of Verdun, tho report- 
adds. 

In tho courso of a number of aerial 
engagements three German aeroplanes 
wero brought down, one within tho 
French lines and the other two inaldo 
the German lines. Several other Tou- 
ton craft fell, the report adds, but 
their location has not been deter- 
mined. 

Dispatches from Berlin contained 
tho first admission from German 
sources that the Teutons no longer 
held Vaux fort. 

Major Moraht, military critic of the 
Berlin Tngcblatt, reports that Posen 
reservists who occupied Fort Vaux 
wero driven out. 

German losses In tho first three 
weeks of tho Verdun offensive wore 
estimated at 200,000 in tho French of- 
ficial statement. 

An Amsterdam dispatch to the Cen- 
tral News says that on account of tho 
German offensive nt Verdun the Dutch- 
Belgian frontier had been closed for 
several weeks. That part of It south 
of Maastricht has now been reopened, 
and this fact Is commented on In Hol- 
land ns probably indicating that tho 
Germans consider their offensive near 
an end. Tho dispatch adds that 81 
more hospital trains with wounded 
Germans from Verdun have passed 
through Luxemburg.

Washington Order Affects Gateways 
to Chihuahua, Sonora and 
Lower California. 



Washington , March 10. — An embargo 
on arms to Mexico Issued on Monday 
affects only San Francisco, N'ogales 
and Los Angeles, tho gateways to Chi- 
huahua, Sonora and lower California.

Chicago. — Tho . first refugees from 
Villa's brief reign of terror in Colum- 
bus, N. M., reached Chicago yester- 
day. 

There wore four In tho party— tho 
hwlfo and mother-in-law of- Capt. 
beorgo Williams of the Thirteenth. 
United States cavalry, tho captain's 
four-year-old son, Worthlngton Wil- 
liams, and tho latter's nurse. 

Captain Williams was with tho de- 
tachment under Major Tompkins 
jwhich pursued tho Villa raiders across 
tho border and is still on duty at Co- 
RumbuB. Ho is reported to havo been 
[wounded in tho hand. 

Women Shaken by Raid. 
Tho women appeared pale and 
Shaken by tholr experience, but Worth- 
fington, blue eyed, apple cheeked, and 
tousled as to yellow hair, strutted up 
knd down tho waiting room of tho La 
Ballo stroet station, evidently having 
the tlmo of his Ufo. 

Tho bandaged hand of tho nurse 
fcold a story tho boy did not know- 
how tho wound which shattered tho 
woman's wrist had saved tho child 
from almost certain death by a Mox- 
Ican bullet. 

"We wero living In a houso not far 
from tho army camp," said Mrs. Wil- 
liams, who Is on her way to her homo 
In Norfolk, Va., which she thinks will 
bo a safer spot than tho border. Tho 
baby was asleep In his little crib 
when tho raiders came. 

"The nurso was resting on a cot In 
jtho samo room, and, fortunately, was 
wakeful. She was tho first to hear 
tho shooting. She quickly warned 
the rest of ub and then picked up 
Worthlngton, still asleop, and started 
ihrough tho streets for tho camp. 
Wounded, but Reached Camp. 
"She had covered about half tho 
Hlstnnce when a bullet from ono of 
ho rnidera Btruck her right hand, 
roaklng several bones. She's a bravo 
rl, though, and with tho blood flow- 
ng from her wound sho staggered 
along and reached tho camp In safety. 
"If that bullet hud been an inch or 
two either way— well, I havo enough 
faorrlbloi things to think of. But tho 
baby, you know, wun In her arms. 

'My mothor »*nd I ran to tho camp 
pind reached It soon after tho nurso. 
tBy that tlmo tho bullots wore flying 
everywhere, for tho soldiers woro re- 
pelling tho attack. Thon, before I 
fairly realised, what was happening, 
fny husband had gathered his company 
and was away with Major Tompkins 
pvor tho bfirder, after tho fleeing Vil- 
llstaB. 

. "I never want to pass through an- 
pther stwh experience It camo at 
<tho dead of night and was so wholly 
unexpected.

"My husband will bo one of the first 
to cross tho border with the troops on 
tho regular expedition when the order 
comes. I suppose ho Is already In Mex- 
ico. Isn't that the word from Washing- 
ton? 

"But, of course, I could stay no lon- 
ger with the baby. My homo Is. In 
Norfolk, Va., and I am going there." 

On tho Itock Island train en route 
to Chicago the Williams baby had be- 
come a general favorite with the pas- 
sengers. He never tired of glvlug his 
version of tho raid. 

His Uniform Like Father's. • 
. At tho station, while the party was 
waiting for a taxicab, ho proved a* 
picturesque figure in his brown khaki 
uniform, an exact replica of his fa- 
ther's, and Tils hugb Mexican straw 
sombrero. 

He wnlkcd up and down the waiting 
room waving a little American flag, 
and announcing to all comers that his 
father was "a big sojer" and was go- 
ing to "kill thoso Mexans." 

"Baby! where is daddy?" asked Mrs. 
Williams, halting his sentry duty for 
a moment. 

"Oh, he's in camp," Bald Worthlng- 
ton promptly. 
"What's ho doing?" 
"Fightln' tho Mexans." • 
"Who is your daddy?" 
"Why don't you know? Ho'b a big 
Bojcr an' cap'n." , 

Spend Day In Seclusion. 
When their taxicab arrived tho party 
wont to tho Virginia hotel, where Mrs. 
Williams and her mother spent the day 
In tho seclusion of thoir rooms. Worth- 
lngton, however, went out with his 
nurso for a walk and kept up a run- 
ning lira ,of comment on tho street 
cars, tho big buildings, and tho other 
things ho had not been accustomed to 
oncounter In Columbus. 

Neither Mrs. Williams nor her 
mother wero inclined to discuss their 
exporlcnco in detail. After their brief 
intervlow with a reporter they denied 
themselves to callers as far aB pos- 
Biblo, receiving only . a fow Intimate 
Chicago frionds. 

News of their arrival quickly spread 
among tho guests and attaches of tho 
hotel, however, and when they entered 
tho dining room for dinner they wore 
freely, If discreetly, stared at. An 
early morning train took them on their 
way to Virginia. 

Nurse Very Modest. 
Tho nurse was modesty taciturn 
about her part in tho escape from tho 
Williams homo in Columbus, and even 
refused to givo her name to reporters. 
"I hardly felt the bullot when it hit 
mo," sho said. "I was so excited, and, 
of course I waB thinking only of get- 
ting to tho camp. But it aoemB like 
God's morcy that It hit mo InBtead of 
tho baby. I'm pretty glad of that, I 
can tell you. 

"It'll bo a story to tell when Worth- 
lngton grows up, won't it?" 

Girl Describes Onslaught. 
How entire families took to tho 
roofs for safety whon tho , Vlllistas 
made their descent on Columbus was 
told to passongors on tho Rock Island 
train by Frances L. Higdon, a young 
woman who went through tho raid, 
and was repeated by Horace M. Sor- 
ber arid William D. Beckloy of Mil- 
waukee. They reached Chicago yes- 
terday morning. Mies Higdon stopped 
at her home ill St. Louis. 

"Miss Higdon said sho war slopping 
at a boarding houso called tho Hotel 
Nacionalo," declared Sorbcr. . " 'I waB 
sleeping in tho room next to Mrs. 
Taylor when tho reports of tho guns 
reached us,' sho narrated. 'Tho at- 
tack seemed to havo centered sovcral 
blocks away. Evcryono camo run- 
nlnn Into the hallway. I went to a 
window, when I heard tho sound of 
hard riding along our street, and saw 
a band of Vlllistas riding, through. 



They were not firing. Then from an 

overhanging porch across tho street 

camo several shots, and one or two of 

tho VlllistLs fell. The rent, twenty 

or twenty-five In nurubor, whecuil and 

came back. Several of them sjurred 

over toward the houso and kicked nu 

tho door, while the. rest shot from 

their horses, which stood stock still. 

Killing Them Like Flies. 

"'An old Mexican woman, called 

Felice, came upstairs carrying Mrs. 

Taylor's two small children. She 

wanted to take them up on the roof, 

but I had heard someono say, "They're 

killing them on tho roofs llko files," 

and so I took the children and stuffed 

'them between the spring and mattress 

of a small bed In their mother's room. 



I told them to bo quiet. A few min- 
utes later, when a second party rode 
down the street, wo all ran up to tho 
roof, leaving the Taylor children. On 
the roofs of other houses we could se3 
the families lying at full length. We 
could also see a great number of fires, 
and the roll of the rifles was almost 
without a break. ' 

"'In the morning I saw many, of 
the dead Mexicans. In tho streets while 
Mr. Taylor was taking mo to the train. 
I had Intended to stay for at least two 
weeks longer, but\l lost no time In 
leaving after the raid. When 1 left 
tho only talk was of pursuit, and cow- 
boyB and soldiers were saying that 
they would go into Mexico with orders 
or without.' " '. , ' '••

LIKE LY TO BE VILLA'S TACTICS

tentlon of entering Mexico In force, 
and therefore will merely send a suffi- 
cient body of mobllo troops to locate 
and disperse or capture the band or 
bands which attacked Columbus. 

This, then. Is tho problem before the 
war department. To bring this about, 
two forces inust bo provided, ono to go 
after Villa and tho other to guard the 
border, so that ho or other Mexican 
leaders may not raid It as was done at 
Columbus, says Capt. Henry J. Rellly 
in tho Chicago Tribune. 

If Villa keeps hlB forcoB concentrat- 
ed and offers battle, the problem will 
be much more simple than if ho scat- 
ters his forces in small bands all over 
tho country. If ho keeps them concen- 
trated we will havo to send a force suf- 
ficiently largo to defeat him in battlo 
and to guard its own lino of communi- 
cation. 

Provisions Important Factor. 
If ho scatters hlB troops in small 
bands all tho principal points through- 
out the country in which ho can oper- 
ate will have to bo occupied in order 
that ho may get no provisions from 
any of tho towns or principal ranches 
nor water from any of tho. water holes 
and be unable to use any of the passes 
across tho Sierra Madres, whllo at the 
samo tlmo bodies of troops sufficiently 
largo chase and destroy his various 

bands. 

Tho guarding of tho border has beon 
a difficult matter since 1911, when tho 
troops wero first sent on this duty. 
Tho frontier Is 1,200 mlle3 long. Ap- 
proximately six hundred of this is an 
imaginary line. Along tho Rio Grande, 
which runs along tho eastern half of 
tho border, thero aro many fords. In 
other words, in general tho border can 
bo crossed easily almost anywhere. 
All along it are ranches. Hero and 
there along it aro a number of towns. 
Need Cavalry on Border. 
Wo havo never had enough troops to 
afford complete protection to all these 
towns and ranches. Tho consoquonco 
has beon that in most vicinities tho 
number of troops is not sufficient to 
prevent such an attack as was made 
at Columbus. Such attacks havo been 
forcseon for a long tlmo, but tho war 
department could not put more troops 
along the frontier than It had avail- 
able. It Is a duty which should ho 
principally performed by cavalry be- 
causo of tho distances to ho covered 
and because tho enemy forces nlmost, 
Invariably consist of mounted troops. 

It may bo remarked that In spite of 
this obvious lack of troops now evi- 
dent for almost flvo years tho bill re- 
cently reported by Mr. Hay's commit- 
tee of tho houso of representatives 
addB no cavalry to tho army and only 
ton regiments of Infantry. Had thero 
boon sufficient cavalry Immediately 
available at Columbus tho prolmbll 
tics aro that had Villa attacked at all, 
which would havo beon doubtful under 
. such clrcumstancos, ho not only would 




•dispersed. 

[Too Scattered for 'Protection. 
An attempt to give somel protection 
to all parts of the border has led to 
a dispersion of the troops to such an 
extent that there arc many compara- 
tively weak points, such as Columbus. 
All Villa or any other leader has to 
do is to determino by means of spies 
whero they are, and then suddenly 
attack them. 

Tho only thing that saved tho troops 
at Columbus from being beaten by the 
overwhelming numbers which Villa 
brought against them Is tho ^great su- 
periority of our regulars to any troops 
which the Mexicans can bring against 
them. For tho pursuit of Villa most 
of our cavalry undoubtedly will have 
to bo taken. This means that the pro- 
tection of tho border will havo to be 
primarily In tho hands of the infantry, 
who are hindered by their comparative 
lack of mobility and the large stretches 
of country they will havo to protect. 
. Nature of Land. 

The state of Chihuahua Is immedi- 
ately to the south of that part of tho 
border along which Villa has recently 
operated. To Its west Is the state of 
Sonora. The two are separated by the 
Sierra Madro. Chihuahua is about 
three times the size of the state of 
Now York. About four-fifths of It la 
rolling plain at a height of from four 
thousand to eight thousand feet above 
sea level. In general it slopes down 
hill from tho south to tho American 
border. This plain is covered with 
brush and cacti of all kinds. Tho veg- 
etation Is distinguished by its thorn- 
bearing capacity. 

There is not a great deal of wator, 
and such as thero is Is generally found 
in water holes, called tanques. Whllo 
these, as a rule, aro of considerable 
size, they are generally quite a dis- 
tance apart. 

If Villa keeps his force concentrated, 
he may retreat practically duo south, 
which means a long stem chase, with 
a steadily increasing lino of communi- 
cations and more and moro danger of 
tho mass of tho Mexican peoplo be- 
coming convinced that we aro making 
n real invasion instead of merely help- 
ing tho federal authorities to dispose 
of a dangerous rebel. 

On the other hand, ho may cross tho 
Sierra Madres and raid somo part of 
tho Arizona border, or ho may roturn 
to the east and strlko somo part of 
tho Texas border. If ho goes due 
south, tho railroad of course will be 
available for a line of communications. 
If he goes toward tho Sierra Madres, 
tho railway running to Minaca will 
bo available. If ho goes In any other 
direction, wagon trains and pack trains 
will .have to bo used. Whatever tho 
line of communications, they will havo 
to bo guarded to prevent Villa or any 
considerable part of his forco from 
slipping around tho troops after him 
and attacking them. 



As practically all Villa's men aro 
mounted, to catch him mounted troops 
will have to bo used. This means cav- 
alry and field artillery. If he gets Into 
the Sierra Madres mountain artillery- 
only can bo used k In this type of ar- 
tillery tho guns are dismounted from 
tho carriages and all the parts and am- 
munition carried on pack mules. 
One Aero Squadron. 
We have one aero squadron which, 
If it can get over the country, probably 
will be of great use In helping to locate 
any considerable forces Villa may 
keep together. Wo have no reserve of 
men or horses to bring our regiments 
to war strength or- to make good cas- 
.ualtles. Therefore, even if wo Btart 
with them at peace strength, we will 
havo. to let the regiments used run 
down in strength- or else fill them up 
with green men and green horses. Tho 
greater tho number of these tho lesB 
tho efficiency, with' the consequence 
that as time goes on wo will probably 
need a good many moro men than 
would have been tho case had we at 
the present time sufficient trained re- 
servists to fill our regiments to war 
strength and to make good casualties. 
Will Resort to Guerrilla Warfare. 
From Villa's expressed intention to 
involve tho United States as much as 
possiblo in order to force intervention, 
tho probabilities are that ho will not 
mako any attempt to fight a campaign, 
but will scatter lils forces, in order 
to give as much trouble as possiblo, 
keep tho border In an uproar, and 
draw our forces as far as possible Into 
Mexico. While tho administration has 
definitely stated Its desire to do noth- 
ing more than to eliminate Villa, tho 
problem, due to tho extent of country 
over which he can operate and our 
comparative lack of troops, which pre- 
vents our speedily ending tho cam- 
paign, Is ono which can easily involve 
us in difficulties which can only bo 
settled by a general'war with Mexico.

Villa has 3,000 men with him now, 
nccordlng to tho most authoritative re- 
ports. Ten thousand men, It is be- 
lieved, will join him on the day the 
American invasion is launched. Men 
old in the wisdom of the border say 
Villa will have from 20,000 to 30,000 
men within a week after tho hated 
"gringo" sets foot in Mexico. 

Tales come out of Mexico of gold, 
silver, and ammunition that Villa has 
buried that put to shame tho stories 
of Captain Kldd and the lost pirate 
treasure of Cocos Island. 

"I should place tho gold and* silver 
In bullion and money that Villa has 
burled In northern Mexico nt $5,000,- 
000," said ono of the bandit's former 
lieutenants. "The spots where this 
treasure ' is buried aro known to no 
one on earth except Pancho Villa. Tho 
men who buried it for him wero shot. 
"Villa himself told mo of one cacho 
of treasure he mado in the mountains 
near Guerrero, which is popularly sup- 
posed to havo been' his birthplace.
